If there is but one agent at the station he 
rarely sees another white man. Day after 
day and All day long his constant contact is 


peal to his better nature, He must pit him- 
self against the scheming and servile native. 
He must look out for the interests of the 
company. He must scheme, browbeat, threat- 


en. Chances for immorality abound. 


Constant sight of cruelty begets cruelty. 
Alone in a population so unlike himself, his 
only safety rests in his commanding at once 
fear, respect, obedience. He frequently pos- 
sesses governmental power. The only white 
man in a large area of country, he must in- 
sist upon the fulfillment of the requirements 
which are passed down to him from his su- 
periors. There are no white men living who 
could pass unscathed through such a trial. 

The wonder is not that from time to time 
company agents and governmental officials 
are encountered who are monsters of cruelty. 
The wonder is, with the constant sapping of 
the physical, the mental, and the moral na- 
ture, that any decent men are left to treat 
with natives. 


Few White Women There. 

Of course, there are almost no white women 
in the Congo Free State, outside the missions. 
The director general at Leopoldville, the rail- 
road station agent at the same point, a com- 
mandant at Coquilhatville, and two of the 
officers at Stanleyville have their wives with 
them. It is possible that there are some 
of whom I am ignorant, but it is doubtful 
if there are a dozen white women of respect- 
ability in all the Congo--except, of course, 
the ladies in the’ Almost without

m wherever the white man himself 
ig sten. A men wepally selects bis black 
companion shortly after reaching the Congo 
and supports ker In his own house, where he 
‘theats her on the whole with kindness. He 
considers her an inferior being, but treats 
her like a doll or toy. She is dressed accord- 
ing to her own fancy and frequently brilliant- 
ly and more or less expensively. She rarely 
forces attention upon herself, but where he 
goes she goes. If he travels on the steamer, 
she is theré; if he makes a trip through the 
rubber district, stopping night after night 
in native towns, she is ever one of the cara- 
van. She is true to him and on the whole, 
though there has been no marriage, he is 
true to her. 

Children Always Loved. 
Frequently, a strong affection appears to 
spring up between the couple, and the hybrid 
children resulting from the relation are 
almost always loved and petted by their 
white father. Not infrequently the little ones 
are taken home to Belgium for education, 
and are generally received with kindness by 
their father’s parents. 

On the steamer which brought us back from 
Congo were two Belgians, one with a little 
girl, the other with a boy slightly older. The 
children were well dressed, well behaved, 
pretty and attractive. And it was interest- 
ing to see the affectionate greeting that 
was given them by their grand-parents on 
their landing at the dock in Antwerp. 

At one post, where we were entertained 
for several days, the lieutenant had his two 
little daughters, 8 and 6 years respectively, 
at che table with him at all meal times, to- 
gether with the other two white men of the 
station and his two guests. The little ones 
were extremely pretty and gentle. At the 
table it is their custom to sing between the 
courses. Their father almost worships them. 
While the children are thus constantly petted 
in public, and appear on all sorts of occasions 
the black woman rarely if ever sits with her 
white man at the table or enters the room 
where he is laboring or receiving guests. 


All Whites There Crazy? 
We have described the condition of a single 
agent at a station. At many stations there 


— 


as if the lot of the agent who with one or 
two others is ata station would be far hap- 
pier than that of the lonely man whom we 
have pictured. 

There are, however, two results of the en- 
vironment to which we have as yet not al- 
luded. On my return to Brussels, after my 
visit to the Congo, a state official who had 
never been in Africa asked me with inter- 
est and some evidence of concerm whether 
in my judgment it was true that those in 
Africa were always a little crazy. I told 
him that I believed such to be the case, and 
quoted to him à statement made by an old 
Atrikander— We are all a little crazy here: 
it is the sun. You must not mind it.“ Men 
on the slightest provocation will fly into the 
most dreadful fits of anger.

WHOLE EMPIRE IN A FEVER. 


Patriotism Vs. Socialism the Issue 
Forced by Wilhelm II.

BERLIN, Jan. 23.—Imperial Germany at 

the present moment thinks and tale of noth- 
ing except the forthcoming elections. All 
‘indifference has disappeared. Every political 
party ie feverishly trying to crowd weeks of 
work into the few hours still until Friday. 

Even thearctic weather now prevailing has 
not chilled the ardor of the candidates and 
their electioneeting agents. Countless meet- 
ings are taking place nightly all over the 
empire and are attended by huge crowds. 

Rarely if ever hae an electoral campaign 
in Germany attracted such keen and wide- 
epread interest. 

Even the women are actively engaged In it, 
notwithstanding the kaiser’s injunction to 
them, uttered some time ago, to confine their 
energies to domestic matters and leave pol- 
itice to the men. Placards everywhere urge 
the women to use their influence in behalf of 
candidates favorable to thé feminist move- 
ment, and the women are openly codperating 
in the campaign. 

Mob Interrupts Government Meeting. 

As election day draws nearer the excite- 
ment grows more intense. At a meeting in 
the Bonn-Rheinbach constituency Gen. von 
Trotha, the government’s candidate against 
Dr. Spahn, leader of the Catholic party, was 
unable to make himself heard amid the pan- 
demonium created by the members of a really 
powerful body representing Dr. Spahn, which 
invaded the hall and played the big drums 
lustily every time the general opened a 
month. 

In Berlin the campaign has reached its most 
intense stage. Emissaries of the various 
parties follow one another about from morn- 
ing till night, undoing the work accomplished 
by each. 

The socialists in particular are moving 
heaven and earth toinsurea victory. Failure 
has attended all their efforts to present con- 
stitutionalism versus absolutism as the issue. 


Kaiser Narrows the Conflict. 

Whatever may be the result of Friday's 
elections, the kaiser has certainly succeeded 
in narrowing down the conflict to one between 
socialism and patriotism. The minor dif- 
ferences of opinion dividing the various polit- 
ical parties have been manipulated adroitly 
until the candidates appear te fall into one 
of two categories—socialists or loyalists.. 

In the former category are classed all those 
‘who refused to vote supplies and opposed 
the “real polftixk that has caused such 
an amazing economical, industrial, and com- 
mercial development in imperial Germany. - 
In the loyalist category are comprised all 
those who acknowledge the necessity for 
Germany of a bigger army, a more powerful 
navy, and the development of her colonies. |

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HIRE AGAIN IN LAKE STREET 


Blaze Destroys Structure Which 
Also Faces in Franklin. 


FIREMEN ON ‘L’ STRUCTURE. 


Losses Are Variously Estimated at 
from $50,000 to $200,000. 


A stubborn and spectacular fire caused 
heavy damage at 39 and 41 Franklin street 
and 215 and 217 Lake street last night. The 
building which was burned was shaped like 
an L. the structure at the actual corner 
not being seriously injured. The logs is va- 
riously estimated by the fire marshai and by 
occupants of the building at from $50,000 to 
$200,000, Marshal Horan’s figures being the 
former sum. It wae the latest of several re- 
cent fires that have occurred in Lake street. 

The fire originated in the basement of the 
store of Louis Stern & Co., Nquor dealers at 
89 Franklin street, and ruined the entire four 
story brick building. In the Lake street 
frontage were the Bennett Leather company 
and other concerns, 


Other Firms Injured by Fire. 

Aside from the L shaped building and the 
Stern and Bennett concerns, the firms which 
suffered were: 

A. J. Fish & Co., bakers’ supplies, 39-41 Franklin 
street, third and fourth floors. 

W. R. Hunt 4 Co. agents L. B. Southwick & 
Co., first floor, 217 Lake street. 

Dugland- Walton & Co., leather, 215-217 Lake 
street, third floor. 

H.-L. Flanders Leather company, 215-217 Lake 
street, fourth floor. 

The following firme, occupants of a four 
story brick building at 211-213 Lake street, 
suffered small loss by smoke and water: 

American Nectrical Supply company. 

Huyier’s, chocolates, second floor. 

Tuttle & Bailey company, ventilators, second 

Walter 8. Bait & Co., furnaces, third and fourth 
floors. 

Battle from Elevated Structure. 
A watchman discovered the fire, which 
rted from an undiscovered cause shortly 
10 o'clock. Fire Chief Horan ordered 
firemen to mount the Chicago and Oak Park 
elevated railroad structure. The current in 
the third rail was shut off and traffic stopped 
for an hour. A big crowd gathered to watch 
the blaze, and the movement of cars along the 
Lake street surface line was stopped for two 

hours. 

Soon after the fire started Capts. O'Neill 
and Kashborn of fire insurance patrol com- 
panies 1 and 8, with members of the com- 
panies, hurried into the Franklin street side 
of the building to cover the goods on the 
floors. As they entered the building an ex- 
plosion occurred, which drove all back ex- 
cept Capt. Kashborn and Fireman Edward 
Green; Green became lost on the second 
floor. By crawling he managed to reach the 
front of the building and raised a window at 
a fire escape. From thie he attempted to 
climb to the street, but was prevented by the 
smoke and flames. Kashborn meanwhile es- 
caped, and Green was told to go to the roof 
of the building and climb down another fire 
escape.

Talesmen All Have Opinions.

SHBK GURE FOR INSANITY. 


STATE CHARITY BOARD PLANS 
HOSPITAL REFORM. 


Establishment of Kankakee Paycho- 


Between Persons Liable to Become 
Insane and the Asylams—Zsti- 
mated 58,000 People in Illinois 
as “Unstable” in Mind—Clinics to 
Bring Preventive Measures. 


In Illinois there are 58,000 persons disposed 
to mental weakness, who may at any time 
under certain conditions become Insane. This 
deduction by the state board of charities has 
caused the board to propose a scientific 
means of treatment to prevent insanity 
rather than to seek its cure after the patient 
has become so diseased in mind as to neces- 
sitate his confinement in one of the hospitals 
of the state. . 

The board last evening gave out a more 
detailed report of what it expects to accom- 
plish in addition to the résumé of its findings 
taken from the biennial report, which was 
published in THE TRIBUNE yesterday. 

The board shows that instead of providing 
scientific treatment for such persons as are 
confined in the hospitals for the insane, the 


detention almost solely; that those in charge 
have occupied themselves more with a view 
toward: imprisoning the unfortunate than in 
attempting to forward a cure. 


Plans for Treating Insanity. 

With this statement as its premise, the 
board refers to the success attained by the 
German government in establishing since 
1874 twenty-two institutes for the study of 
mental diseases, with the view of the discov- 
ery of proper treatments. 

With the German institutions as models, 
the board has established at Kankakee, with 
branches in each hospital for the insane, the 
State Psychopathic institute. This institu- 
tion, being in charge of scientists advanced 
in the study of mental diseases, affords, and 
will afford, it is pointed out, ample oppor- 
tunity to the younger student of medicine to 
equip himself in a knowledge of the mind, 
which had not heretofore been offered. The 
board asks for authority to extend this work. 

By means of local clinics, to which all physi- 
clans are invited, the board expects to bring 
the cases of those afflicted with approaching 
insanity to the notice and attention of med- 
ical experts. ; 

Persons Inclined to Insanity. 


A careful attempt to approximate the 
number of persons in Illinois rated as men- 
tally and nervously normal, but yet disposed 
to insanity, was made. These, the board 
points out, are regarded as unstable and 
need watching. The report continues: 

‘“* Basing the estimate on those who are 
unstable because of hereditary weakness, or 
those with habits such as the unwise use of 
alcohol, morphine, cocaine, etc., and on 
those who suffer from certain infections, one 
person in every ninety in Cook county is an 
unstable person. In Illinois, outside of Cook 
county, one person in every 100 isan unstable 


person. 

Thus in Illinois today about 58,000 per- 
sons are unstable and likely under the stress 
of life to become insane and be added to the 
wards of the state, 12,000 of whom are in 
public institutions today. This figure is a 
minimum. Probably there are more than 
58,000 such persons in Illinois who today are 
productive members of society in some way.“

COURT ENJOINS GREAT NORTHERN 
IN STOCK ISSUE. 


Judge Hallam at St. Paul Rules 
Against Proposed Increase of Capi- 
tal Because Permission of State 
Rallway and Warehoupge Commis- 
sion Was Not Given as Required by 
Actof Minnesota Legislature—Quef. 
tion of Read’s Rights Not Decided. 


* 


St. Faul, Minn., Jan. 28. Judge Hallam, in 
the District court, today signed an order 
enjoining the Great Northern railway com- 
pany from making the proposed increase of 
$60,000,000 in stock without the approval of 
the Minnesota railroad and warehouse com- 
mission. The court’s action is a decisive 
victory for the state. 

Attorney General Young brought an action 
to compel the railroad to recognize the state 
railroad and warehouse commission before 
issuing the stock, as the laws provide that 
before a rallroad can issue an increase of 
its capital stock it must make such applica- 
tion and make a showing of the Recessity 
Yor such an issue. The Great Northern rail- 
road claimed under its original charter it 
could issue stock at will. 

Officials of the Great Northern said they 
had no doubt that the company would ap- 
peal from the decision. They said they had 
no intention at present of abandoning the 
plan to issue the stock. 


Court Opinion on Issue. 

„The capital stock of the defendant is now 
$150,000,000, The state concedes that under 
the general laws of the state the defendant 
may lawfully increa¢e its stock subject to the 
approval of the state commission. The court 
says the injunction was asked to compel the 
company to submit to tails regulation, which 
the defendant does not propose to do. There- 
fore the court holds that there is but one 
issue raised in the case, and the ultimate 
right of the railroad company to make the 
proposed issue of stock fs not involved in this 
action 


„The provident issue of stock by a rail- 
road corporation is a matter of public con- 
cern, and the state has a right to insist that 
when such a corporation increases its stock 
there shall be value behind the stock, and it 
had a right to establish safeguards to that 
end.“ 7 

On the subject of the contention that tae 
legislature had not the power to delegate leg- 
iglative powers to the state railway and 
warehouse because euch power 
might be abused in favor of or against any 
particular railroad, Judge Hallam says: 

It seems to me clear that the commission 
muet, in arriving at its determination, be 
guided only by what is a proper and lawful 
occasion for the increase of railroad corpo~ 
ration stock. Any arbitrary veto, however, 
upon such increase would be against tae let- 
ter and the spirit of the act. 

Cites Bank Law. 

Judge Hallam holds that the same rule 
applies here that holds in the issue of stock 
by a national bank wherein the controller of 
the currency has authority to fix the maxi- 
mum and certify to certain facte with hisep- 
provai. The court continues: 

“It seems to me that all of the objections 
raised by defendant’s counsel on this branch 
of the ease were equally applicable as objec- 
tions to the power of this commission to 
regulate rates, yet the power vested in the 
commission as to regulation of rates has 
been sustained by repeated adjudications.”

Folsom, 226 Forty-first street; and Winifred 
Roters Taylor, 5436 Indiana avenue, for em- 
ployment. 

They were told that owing to the fact they 
would handle large amounts of money they 
must give bonds and were sent to Burton 
Adams, alias Jack Adams, alleged agent 
of the British Reference and Bonding com- 
pany of London, England, which company 
the police assert does not exist, so far as 
they can learn. For the bonds the men paid 
$10 each. This money, the police say, was di- 
vided between Adams and Du Barry. 

Du Barry, when arrested at his room in the 
hotel, became indignant. He old the police 
there must de a mistake, but was taken to 
station and there searched. His right name, 
the police say, was found among some let- 
ters. The police then learned, they asserted, 
that he was wanted for the alleged theft of 
$4,000 from a brewing company at Phila- 
delphia.

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| MAUNA:LOA IN ERUPTION. 


VOLCANO IN HAWAII SEEN FOR 
ONE HUNDRED MILES. 


People of American Isiend in Mid-« 
Pacific Are Treated to a Wonder- 
ful Spectacle Day and Night Since 
Jan. 0—Vast Rivers of Fiery Lava 
Descend the Sioping Side of the 
Mountain and Ge Pianging Into 
the Sea. 


HONOLULU, Jan. 16, via San Francisco, 
Jan, 23.—Mauna Loa, the Hawalian voicano, 
has been active since Jan. 9. In Hawaii vol- 
canſe activity is never dreaded; it is always 
welcomed. It means a spectacle, as long as it 
laste, incomparable, magnificent—and so far 
as the experience of a hundred years goes— 
without danger to life, almost without danger 
to property. 

From the summit of Mauna Loa ayast cone 
which rears itself from a base fifty miles in 
diameter and includes almost half the island 
of Hawali, to a height of 18,675 feet above 
sea level, a great glow began to be seen. 

Somewhere near the summit of the great 
mountain the molten lava had broken out in 
a fiery stream, forming first a cone, and then, 
bursting through the side of this, started as 
a river of fire and lava down the sioping side 
of the mountain. 


Vast River of Fire. 


Then it began ite descent into the sea, @ 
stream of liquid fire. forming its banks as 
it moved, the lava on the outer edges cooling 
more rapidly than in the middle of the 
stream. 

In the distance it is a spectacle only. 
Nearby there is the deep surging of the molt- 
en mass hurled in great billows from the 
depths below. This wonderful spectacle is 
Visible for a distance of a hundred miles in 
every direction when not obseured by cloud 
banks piled by the trade winds, When not 
thus intercepted it remained a pillar of glory 
until the first light of the dawn began to pale 
ite splendors. to turn them, as the light in 
the east strengthened, into a pillar of smoke 
by day. 

Four Days to Reach Sea. 

Four days from the time of the outbreak 
the stream of lava found its way into the 
sea. In a brilliant cataract of fire it plunged 
over a cliff into the waters of the Pacific, 
at flrat hiding itself in a great mass of steam 
and killing every living thing in the waters, 
which it set to boiling. But the area of the 
water heated by the molten lava increased, 
and there seemed to be less intense steam at 
the actual point of contact between water 
and molten lava, but a greater area from 
which steam rises. 

The point at which: the stream of lava 
reached the sea is on the southerly coast of 
the island of Hawali, near the boundary be- 
tween the districts of Kona and Kau.

RAILROAD ACROSS TEHUANTEPEC 
ISTHMUS OPEN FOR TRAFFIC. 


President Dias Makes the First 
Transfer of Freight from Steamer 
to Train—Mexicaa Project for 
Spanning Neck of Land Between 
Two Oceans Nursed for 400 Years 
and Finally RealisedMay Riva) 
the Panama Canal. 3 


Salina Cruz, Mexico, Jan. B. — The Tehuan- 
tepec National railroad, sometimes called a 
rival of the Panama canal, was formally 
opened to traffic today by President Diaz, 
with an imposing ceremony. 

The chief executive started the steam winch 
which transferred the first carload of freight 
from the hold of the steamer Arizonian to 
a specially decorated freight car. 

Tomorrow the president and his party will 
cross the isthmus to Coatgacoalcos by spe- 
cial train, break the seal on the car, and see 
the retranster of the freight to the steamer 
Louis Luckenbach. 

A ship canal or a railroad across the isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec to connect the Atlantic 
and the Pacific has been a dream in Mexico 
ever since Cortez and his malled soldiers 
wrested the land from the Aztecs, four cent- 
uries ago. Cortes himself footed every inch 
of the isthmus in quest of a waterway t 
ocean to ocean. As it was, he built a mili- 
tary road along the route. 


First Survey in 1774. 

A ship canal was surveyed in 1774, and in 
1814 the Spanish cortes authorized the con- 
struction of the canal. Then came the revo- 
lution and the end of Spanish dominion in 
Mexico. * * "~~ ) 

In 1842 President Santa Ana granted a 
concession to José de Garay to bulid a rail- 
road across the isthinus. Other charters were 
granted in 1850, 1882, and 14857, ali failing. 

In 1861 Emperor Napoleon of France under- 
took the work. In 1867, and again in 1870 
and still again in 1878, concessions for a rall- 
read across the Tehuantepec were granted, 
and all shared the fate of their predecessors. 

Then Eads endeavored to induce the gov- 
ernments of the United States and Mexico 
to build a ship canal across the isthmus, with- 
out success. 


Road Is Finally Built. 


Finally, in 1898, the Mexican government 
let a contract to Stanhope, Hampson & Cor- 
thell to build the road, for $19,181,173. They 
finished the rallroad in 18985, only to discover 
that the road was useless for lack of ter- 
minal harbors. 
“ white elephant.“ 

In 1898 the Mexican government and Sir 
Weetman Pearson, the British engineer, 
formed a partnership to construct harbor 
works and rebuild the railroad, at a cost of 
$100,000,000. 

The contract required the werk to be fin- 
ished by Dec. 15, 1006, and it was. The 
Tehuantepec route saves 2,000 miles on the 
journey from New Orleans to San Francisco; 
10,026 miles from New York to San Fran- 
cisco (via Cape Horn), and 1,267 miles via 
Panama; nearly 8,500 miles between Liver- 
pool and San Francisco, via Cape of Good 
Hope, 1,886 miles vie Panama; New York. to 
Yokohasna, 10,000 miles, via Cape Horn, 
5,000 miles via Suez, 1,100 miles via Panama 
New York to Manila, 1,618 miies, via Sues, 
and 1,039 miles via Panama.

Voters May Banish Saloons. 

Mr. Brown's scheme for local option is 
unique among the propositions which have 
been submitted to the legislature. His bill 
presents a method by which voters in any 
resident district easily can secure the banish- 
ment of saloons ifthe majority of residents 
were opposed to them. His bill seeks to offer 
this method for use only in residence districts 
and has nothing to do with business territory. 
Residents of Ravenswood, where Mr. Brown 
lives, have been considerably alarmed by 
attempts to move summer gardens and places 
of amusement into their neighborhood and 


relief so far ae stopping places where aloo- 
holic drinks are served. 

It provides that if a majority of 
the voters of the residence district 
sign a petition asking for the re- 
moval of saloons:or for the establishment ' 
of a prohibition territory it shall be the duty 
of the mayor or of the judge of the court to 
hold a public hearing on the question. If 
at this public hearing it is demonstrated that 
a majority of voters are in favor of prohibi- 
tion then an order to that effect will be issu 
and recorded within thirty days the distr 
is closed to saloons. 

By a reverse process if the residents of the 
district where there are no saloons wish te 
have them a similar public hearing is held, 
but when prohibition once is established it 
cannot be removed for at least two years. 

By the terms of the bill a residence district 
is made in any compact section of the city 
used exclusively for residence purpose and 
containing not less than 800 or more than 
5,000 voters. It is Provided that nothing in 
the act shall prevent the giving away of 
liquor at any private residence, providing 
that such private residence be not a place 
of public resort.“ 

The, method of sécuring prohibition thus 
offered in the Brown bill affords a simpler 
process than is now at the disposal of citizens 
in Chicago who desire to have a section of the 
city barred to saloons. At present it is neces- 
sary to secure the passage of an ordinance 
by the city council establishing dry ” terri- 
tory, and while many such districts are cre- 
ated from time to time, it is not difficult to ob- 
struct the ee when there is a motive 
for doing so. 


Bourbon Adds to Jag. 

While the legislature gradually is being in- 
volved in the saloon question, Representative 
Dennis Egan of Chicago has added to the joy 
of nations by distributing to each member 
of the house and senate a half pint flask of 
bourbon. For purposes of distributing the 
doorkeepers’ storeroom of the house has 
been used as a base of supplies. It has con- 
tained about twice as much whisky as an 
ordinary retailer of intoxicants carries in 
trade. 

Mr. Egan has been judicious and discrim- 
inating in his distribution, and has not of- 
fered any to the three prohibition members of 
the house or to the two chaplains. In this 
he has been wise, because the Rev. John R. 
Golden of Gibson City has been primed and 
ready to make a few remarks concerning the 
propriety of using the stateho as a store- 
room for intoxicants. Up to date he has 
maintained silence, because the fact had not 
been brought to his attentton other than by 
representatives and rumors, and Mr. Goiden 
does not seem to mind to make his appear- 
ance as a disturber merely for the purpose of 
disturbing. 


HIGGINS MAKES SLIGHT GAIN. 


Physicians’ Night Bulletin Announces 
Small but Noticeable Improvement 
‘in Patient’s Condition. 


Olean, N. Y., Jan. 28.—Dr. Hibbard gave out 
the following bulletin tonight:

Even with the prospect of opposi- 
tion on the radical provisions the convention 
leaders agreed they would rather have an 
experienced and widely informed public man 
like Senator Berry at the head of the com- 
mittee than some down. state politician who 
might be not only narrow in his views but 
out of all touch and sympathy with the gen- 
eral needs of Chicago. 


Chicago Senators Active. 

As a matter of fact, the convention steering 
committee ig mot worrying much over the 
chairmanship of the committee. Outside of 
Berry, all the members are Chicago senators, 
and for the policies pursued by the chairman 
in the progress of the bill Gov. Deneen and 
Lieut. Gov. Sherman will be held responsible. 
Berry comes from Sherman’s part of the 
state, and Sherman is enthusiastically in 
favor of Chicago’s homg rule bill. Berry’s 
district is also rapidly becoming Deneen ter- 
ritory. 

The governor has made a number of im- 
portant appointments from that district, and 
more are expected if the representatives of 
the district show a disposition to codperate 
with the governor in the legislative reforms 
that he aims to accomplish during the ses- 
sior of the assembly.

SHONTS SAYS IT’S ALL TRUE. 


Chairman of Isthmian Commission De- 
clines to Comment on His Resigna- 
tion, but Confirms It Briefly. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—T. P. 
Shonts arrived in St. Louis at 9:30 tonight on 
a special train over the Clover Leaf road, en 
route from New York, and departed at 11:80 
over the Burlington for Kansas City, where 
he will deliver an address tomorrow night. 

Mr. Shonts had retired just before the train 
pulled into the union station, but through his 
private secretary, W. Leon Pepperman, the 
story of his resignation was conveyed to 
him. After a time Mr. Pepperman came out 
of the private car and said: 

I read the dispatch to Mr. Shonts and he 
told me to say to you that it is substantially 
correct as to facts. Mr. Shonts has been up 
since 4 o’clock this morning and is tired, and 
has nothing further to say regarding the 
matter.“ 

Mr. Pepperman, when asked whether Mr. 
Shonts admitted having said that the reason 
he would retire as chairman of the canal 
commission and return to railroad work, was 
that in railroad work he could buy a lead 
pencil without an order for it, that Mr.

SHONTS GIVES UP

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sibly more interesting. It concerns a tale 
of social aspiration and failures which could 
happen nowhere else but in Washington, 
where there is a curious definition of social 
rank based exclusively upon official station. 
The laws of the Medes and Persians are like 
am. obsolete ordinance of the Chicago city 


council as compared with the elaborate so- 


cial regulations of Washington, based as 
they are upon an official code of relative 
rank, which changes sometimes with an ad- 
ministration, but ie cast iron during the 
official Life of each individual president, and 
more rticularly of the president's wife, 
who is generally the social arbiter. 

It sounds like a big thing for a man to un- 
dertake to build a canal from ocean to ocean. 
De Lesseps’ name has become historic be- 
cause of the Suez canal, and, inasmuch as he 
talled at Panama, it was naturel to suppose 
that the man who made good there would be 
renowned through generations. 

It was natural for outsiders to suppose 
that when Mr. Shonts came here as chairman 
of the Panama canal commission and head 
of a great hational work which would take 
many years to complete and an expenditure 
of tens of milions of dollars, he would take 
high rank in the government and have a 
correspondingly high social status in the 
fabric of Washington. 

It is in every way probable that Mr. and 
Mrs. Shonts looked at the proposition from 
this natural point of view. It is certain that 
Mr. Shonts, who was president of a railroad, 
did not at all realize that the actual control 
over the digging of the Panama canal had 
been officially placed in the hands of the 
secretary of war. 

When he first came here Mr. Shonts could 
not comprehend this condition of affairs, and 
it wae extremely difficult to bring him toe 
realizatzion of the fact that he was a subordl- 
nate of Secretary Taft, who had never been 
a railroad president and who never had 
earned a large salary in an administrative 
capacity.. There was quite a little friction 
before this matter was settled and Mr. Shonts 
was brought to accept his subordinate official 
capacity. 

Raises a Social Tempest. 

Out of this misunderstanding of official 
status there grew a social tempest which 
has bubbled up more or less in every 5 
o’clock teapot in Washington. Mrs. Shonts 
had a social secretary, and was unfortunately 
advised to limit her calling upen official 
ladies to a degree which was wholly un- 
warranted by her own real official status. 
She was not a snob, and Mr. Shonts is one 
of the most liberal minded gentiemen on 
earth, but thefe was an unfortunate under- 
Standing as to the exact dignity of the posi- 
tion to which they had both been called 
by President Roosevelt. Calls were omitted 
which should have been made, and invita- 
tions declined which would better have been 
accepted. On the other hand, calls were 
made and invitations accepted which did not 
in any way further the social status of the 
chairman of the canal commission and his 
family. 

The tangle became so great and social 
jars were so frequent, due in nowise to lack 
of tact and good breeding on the part of 
Mrs. Shonts, but owing entirely to a misun- 
derstanding of official rank, that it became 
necessary to refer the matter to the White 
house itself. Authorities were consulted, 
laws were studied, precedents were exam- 
ined, and the result was a decision which 
was more or less humiliating from a social 
standpoint to the chairman of the canal 
commission and his family, who never would 
have accepted the position if they had under- 
stood that it involves such a distinotly 
subordinate rank,

Outranked in Society. 


Just what all this means may be discov- 
ered from an examination of the official 
card for the president’ s New Year’s recep- 
tion. From this it is discovered that the 
isthmian canal commission takes rank im- 
mediately after the interstate commerce 
commission. Chairman Shonts, therefore, 
was outranked socially by Chairman Knapp, 
by the civil service commi and by the

Shonts No Longer Needed. 

It perhaps was a fortunate thing that the 
president came to the conclusion that the 
commission had outlived ite usefulness at 
the exact moment when the great NeW York 
corporation had offered a large increase in 
salary, but it is something more than a coin- 
cidence that both of these things happened 
at the time the social censor of the adminis- 
tration decided to impose a social yoke which 
could not be thrown off so long as service 
with the government continued. 

Mr. Shonts could not live in Panama on 


account of the climate and Mts. Shonts could 


not contend against the extraordinary offi- 
cial social life of Washington, so that New 
York was the only escape from this un- 
pleasant predicament. There at least there 
may be found financial responsibility, social 
status, congenial work, and good climate. 
In Washington there will be no chairman, 
and no commission, and the chief engineer 
of the Panama canal will stay in Panama, so 
it will not be necessary to define hig social 
status here except at rare intervals. 

Thus everybody will be happy and the dtg- 
ging of the canal will go along in its own 
leisurely way. 


COAL FAMINE THREATENS 
RESIDENTS OF GAGE PARK. 


Dealers Refuse to Permit Deliveries in 
Submerged Streets—Citizens Start 
Action for Improvements. 


The coal supply in many of the residences 
in Chicago’s submerged division in the south- 
west has run out, and suffering from cold is 
imminent, as the coal dealers refuse to make 
deliveries, They declare there is too much 
danger of their horses slipping om the icy 
pavements, and one of them asserted yester 
day he would not deliver a load in Gage Park 
for $100. 

The only way the people in that district 
were able to get fuel was by hauling it on 
sleds. For this purpose many of them used 
the family washtub, while the children 
brought up the rear with buckets and baskets 
full of the precious coal. The circumscribed 
district is from Thirty-eeventh to Bighty- 
third streete and from Western avenue to 
the city imits. 

The committee from the Gage Park Im- 
provement association, which is to confer with 
committees from the Chicago Lawn and the 
Southwest Improvement associations, was 
named, with B. F. Clausen, chairman. It 
has ten members, and the other associations 
are expected to appoint committees of like 
size. These will work in harmony for sewers 
and better street car service. Another com- 
mittee of five, with Frank Buzzin as chair- 
man, was appointed to see if better fire pro- 
tection could not be obtained for Gage Park. 
The men say an appropriation of $1,400 was 
made a year and a half ago, but Chief Horan 
will not consent to the building of this en- 
gine house until the sewers are in on Western 


avenue.

PRAISES POLICY OF POPE. 


LECTURE BY THE RT. REV. JOHN 
CAVANAUGH ON FRENCH CRISIS. 


Says Pius X. Does Not Court Persecu- 
tion Nor Does He Fear It--Believes 
France Will Be Humbled Following 
Its Action, and Church Then Wil} 
Return to Its Own ars Spirit of 
Poverty Characterizes Church Head 
as Providential Man. 


The future of the Roman Catholic church 
and the policy which Pope Pius X. has adopt- 
ed in the present crisis in France formed the 
text of the address of the Rt. Rev. John 
Cavanaugh, C. 8. C., president of Notre 
Dame university, on the subject, The 
White Shepherd of Christendom,“ delivered 
in Orchestra hall last night under the 
auspices of the St. Vincent de Paul soclety 
of Chicago. 

The spirit of poverty which characterizes 
Pius X. is a proof, to my mind, that he is a 
providential man,“ said he. “ God raised up 
Pope Leo to rule the church at 4 time when 
a great statesman and a great scholar was 
needed to check Bismarck and the likes of 
him th their efforts to subdue the church 
to the state and to teach the world at a time 
when science and philosophy sought to de- 
stroy her. 


France “Infidel Government.” 

“When the infidel government of France 
deliberately turned its back upon all that was 
glorious in its past, when ita decadent poli- 
ticlan@ left their drugs and their cosmetics 
long enough to empty their vile souls upon 
pious priests and consecrated virgins, Pius 
looked beyond concordats and past parlia- 
ments to a regenerated French people that 
is still to be, and politely declined to be ter- 
ror stricken. 

When the French parliament said to him, 
‘We will cut off the salaries of your priests 
and reduce them to the conditions of stable 
boys and lackeys,’ he answered, Tou can- 
not quench the flame of Catholic faith, you 
cannot starve the God of the eucharist.’ 
When they said, ‘ We will seize your exqui- 
site cathedrals and turn them into theaters 
and restaurants,“ he answered, Let the 
priests of France go out into the mountains 
and die with their people as the priests of 
Ireland did; let the blue sky be their canopy 
and the round rock their altar; but as long 
as time endures, the body and blood of our 
crucified Savior will be offered up for his 
suffering children. When your imitation re 
public will have gone its way to hell where 
languish the persecuting bigotries and tyran- 
nies of all time, when your sins against lib- 
erty, La Belle France, the eldest daughter of 
the church, will be in bondage to Germany, 
or perhaps to Japan, the bride of Christ im- 
mortal, with divine immortality, will be sing- 
ing perpetual requiems around your grave.’ 


Wo Fear of Persecution. 

Pope Pius does not court persecution, 
but neither does he fear it. If ever there 
was a pope that deserved an answering love 
for the great love that he lavishes on his 
people, that pope is Pius X.“ 

Dr. Cavanaugh was introduced by the Rt. 
Rev. P. J. Muldoon, D. D., V. G., and was en- 
tertained informally after the lecture by a 
number of Chicago alumni of Notre Dame at 
the Auditorium. ‘The proceeds from the lec- 
ture will be devoted to the work of the society 
in the Neweboys’ home and the south side and 
thewest side lodging houses maintained by 
the society.

man beings live. But the thing develops to 
an extreme among the white men of the 
Congo. When a man has an outside visitor 
ready to listen to his complaints he will spend 
hours in pouring out his woes. The most 
innocent actions and words on the part of 
his fellows will be warped and misconstrued; 
imaginary insults and neglects will be mag- 
nified, brooded over, and reiterated. 

It would be a mistake to think that the 
men who go to the Congo are bad. Mission- 
aries assert that the quality of those who 
come today is worse than formerly, whicb 
may betrue. When the Congo enterprise was 
first launched, sons of good families, lured 
by the chance of adventure or pining for 
novelty, enlisted in the service of the state. 
Probably the number of such men going to 
the Congo is lessening. 


Many Nationalities There. 


Today, when all the terrors of the Congo 
are well known, when the hardships of that 
kind of life have been repeated in the hear- 
ing of every one, rich men’s sons find little 
that is attractive in the, Congo proposition. 
But I was constantly surprised at the rela- 
tively high grade of people in loW positions 
in the Congo state. Most of them’ are men 
of fair intelligence; some, of education. Not 
only Belgians, but Scandinavians, Holland- 
ers, Swiss, and Itallans, go to the Congo in 
numbers. They are not by nature brutal nor 
bad; doubtless they were poor, and it was 
poverty that led them to enter the Congo 
service. The term for which they regularly 
enter is three years. No man, from any 
country, could stand three years of such sur- 
rounding influence without showing the er- 
fect. gees ; e 5 

In passing, we may call attention to certain 
curious, facts. of observation in connection 
with the strangers who come to Congo. We 
might suppose that the Scandinavians would 
particularly suffer physically in going from 
their northern latitudes into the tropics. On 
the contrary, it is precisely the Scandina- 
vians who seem most readily to adapt them- 
selves to their surroundings. Almost all the 
captains of steamers on thé Congo river are 
Norwegians or Swedes. 


‘Finns Stand Climate Well. 

A record astonishing and presumably un- 
paralleled is presented by the Finns. On 
one‘occasion I was sitting in a messroom 
where it proved that each member of the 
company spoke a different language—French, 
Flemish, Swedish, Finnish, Spamish, Dutch, 
German, and English were all represented. 
On my expressing interest in there being 
a Finn present the gentleman of that natlon- 
ality stated that he and fifty-four of his 
companions came to the Congo State six 
years ago. That they were now ending their 
second term, and that fifty-one out of the 
original number were still living, I pre- 
sume the statement was true, and, if so, it is 
as I have stated, unparalleled. Another mem- 
ber of the company told me later on that the 
ease was.far more interesting and, striking 
than I realized, as three out of the four who 
died were drowned, not meeting their death 
from disease. 3 

There is a tendency for the population of a 
nationality to flock into the same line of 
work in the Congo State.

Thus, a large pro- 
portion of the Finns in question were engi- 
neers upon the steamers. The Itallans are 
largely doctors, and one meets with Italian 
physicians in every quarter of the country, 


I have already stated that those who go 


climatic conditions are still worse for health. 
If they are no worse, but just as bad, we 
should find the same disintegration in physi- 
cal, mental, and moral ways. It is easy to 
criticise the lonely white man in Central 
Africa; to stamp him as brutal, cruel, and 
wicked. But the Englishman occupying a 


| similar position im Nigeria, or even in Ugan- 


da, must present the same dreadful results of 
his surroundings. I suspect that our Ameri- 
can young men, isolated in remote parts of the 
Philippines, would show the same kind of 
decay. Any nation that insists upon bearing 
the black man’s burden must pay the price. 

Belgium is the most densely populated 
land in Europe. It, if any European coun- 
try, needs room for expamsion. Leopold II. 
claims that his interest in the Congo from the 
first has been due to a desire to provide an 
opportunity for Belgian overflow. Iam loath 
to attribute to that monarch so much ga- 
gacity. It la, however, true that as a colony 
of Belgium, the Congo Free State will ever 
receive a large number of young men who 
hope, by serving a term in Congo, to better 
their condition, They realize the dangers 
and deprivations, but they expect at the end 
of their three years to come home with a neat 
sum of money in their possession; with this 
they think to establish themselves in business 
far life. Unfortunately these bright hopes 
are rarely realized. They start for home in 
Europe with the neat little sum of money. 
For three years, however, they have had 
no social pleasure, have spent no money. 


Blight of Congo Sticks. 


_Arrived in the home land, old friends must 
be entertained. The theaters; the saloon, the 
dance hall present attractions. Before he 
knows it he has spent his little hoard in 
foolish pleasures, and lias naught to show 
for his three years of labor. He hates to re- 
turn to Congo, but the fagt that he has been 
m Congo stands in the way of his securing 
steady and normal employment in Belgium. 
At last, without money, and without work, 
aftér a bitter struggle, he decides that there 
is nothing left but another term in Congo. 
If he wae a state employé, he decides that 
he will better himself by entering into the 


‘service of a company; or, if he were in the em- 


ploy of a company, he thinks another com- 
pany or the state ‘will better appreciate and 
pay for his services. 

It is a fatal assumption. The moment that 
he presents himself before his would-be em- 
ployers and speaks proudly of his experience 
in Congo as a reason for his hiring, suspicion 
is at once aroused that he must have left 
his earlier employment under a cloud. He is 
told to call again, and inquiries are set on 
foot with his old employers, who, irritated 
at the old employé’s desertion, give as un- 
favorable report as the case will warrant. 
On his retuyning at the appointed date the 
applicant is either told that his services are 
not wanted, or is offered wages below what 
he before received. Angered at this leck of 
appreciation, he goes back to his old em- 
ployer and offers his services at the old price, 
This is refused. And the discouraged seeker 
for work is compelled frequently to accept, 
in spite of an experience which would make 
him more valuable, lower wages than he 
was accustomed to.

“In consequence, our shipping in South 
American porte is almost a negligible quanti- 
ty; for instance, in the year ending June 30, 
1905, there entered the port of Dio de Janeiro 
over 3,000 steamers and sailing vessels from 
Europe, but from the United States no steam- 
ers and only seven sailing vessels, two of 
which were in distress. One prime reason for 
this state of things is the fact that those 
who do business on the sea do business in a 
world not of natural competition but of subsi- 
dized competition. 

State aid to steamship lines ls as much 
a part of the commercial system of today as 
state employment of consuls to promote busi- 
ness. Our commercial competitors in Europe 
pay in the aggregate some $25,000,000 a year 
to their steamship lines—Great Britain pay- 
ing nearly $7,000,000. Japan pays between 
$3,000,000 and $4,000,000. By the proposed 
legislation the United States will pay rela- 
tively less than any one of our competitors 
Three years ago the Transmississippi 
congress formally set forth as axiomatic the 
statement that every ship is a missionary 
of trade, that steamship lines work for their 
own countries just as railroad lines work 
for their terminal points, and that it is as 
absurd for the United States to depend upon 
foreign ships to distribute its product as it 
would be for a department store to depend 
upon wagons of a competing house to de- 
liver its goods. This statement is the literal 
truth. 

Moreover, it must be remembered that 


American ships do not have to contend merely 
against the subsidization of their foreign com- 


petitors. The higher wages and the greater 
cost of maintenance of American officers and 
crews make it almost impossible for our 
people who do business on the ocean to com- 
pete on equal terms with foreign ships unless 
they are protected as their fellow countrymen 
who do business on land are protected.

The common memories of ‘the United 
States and Canada, the matty bonds of 
interest between the two cquntries, the 
similarity of the future that lies before 
them, all warrant the prediction of a con- 
tinuance of the friendly feeling between 
them. The interchange of citizens and the 
dispersion of families through the two 
eougtries have produced the personal ties 
whieh are even stronger than the financial 
and commercial bonds, Chicago contained 
in 1000 61,837 inhabitants of Canadian 
birth or parentage, and almost all cities of 
the north show a similar proportion of 
Canadians, while many Americans, using 
the word in ite limited sense, have found 
homes in Canada. American cities are 
looked to by Canadians.ip the same way 
that they are by the people of the United 
States, as the natural centers of exchange 
and trade, rather thas: European cities. 
At the University of Chicago a year or two 
ago 20 per cent of the 8 awarded 
to graduate students af high rank went to 
Cana dia ns. who had come here rather than 
return to the universities of old England. 

Each country has its own problems 
which it must work out in its own way, 
and each is apt to criticise the other for 
faults. which are gpparent rather than 
real. It is the criticism of members of one 
family who are more intolerant of petty 
mistakes precisely because they are of one 
family, while either would resent luter- 
ference of an outside 

Whatever Mr, Root’s principal motive in

THE NEW RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The IIlinois railroad and warehouse com- 
mission was inten to.be one of the most 
useful branches ef the state government. 
For some reason it has often failed to 
dome up to popular expectation. It has 
usually let the railroads alone even though 
the conditions demanded that they should 
be taken in hand, 

The state id now to have a capable and 
energetic commission. That is assured by 
the appointment of Bernard A. Eckhart as 
one of its members. There have been busi- 
ness men oh the commission, but they have 
usually been so engrossed in their own af- 
fairs as to be unable to pay much atten- 
tion to their public duties. Mr. Eckhart 
is not of that kind. He has given evi- 
dence of ‘his readiness to postpone his own 
interests to those of the public. 

The fest side parks will lose by the 
transfer of Mr. Eckhart to a wider field 
of duty. But under bis administration an 
end has been put to the abuses which were 
destroying them. Intelligent and honest 
administration has been established and 
the parks are reviving. The hard work 
of N ruetion bas been done, and it 
should not be difficult for Gov. Deneen 
to fing a citizen of the west side who will 
uph the reforms Mr. Eckhart has in- 
stituted. | 
he reorganized railroad and warehouse 
confmission has its work cut out for it. 
Thore are several important questions 
which it should take up at once. One of 
thém relates to passenger rates. There 
has for some time been a strong feeling 
that they could be reduced to 2 cents a 
mile without injustice to the roads. Such 
a reduction in Ohio has made the demand 
for it u Illinois more urgent. The people 
of the.state look to the commission to in- 
vestigate the matter so as to ascertain the 
reasonable passenger rate, and having 
found it to make the railroads conform 
to it. 


PARK ACCIDENTS. 

It was a strange thing that two acci- 
dents of the game sort should have oc- 
curred within ten minutes at one of the 
park toboggan slides, in each case the left 
ankle bone being broken, The concur- 
repce of injuries might cause some alarm 
if such accidents were reported frequent- 
ly. As a matter of fact, they are rare. 
Coasting is always attended with a cer- 
tain degree of danger, and no winter ever 
passes without a number of deaths result- 
ing from it. A sled runs into a tree or 
rrashes into a yehicle of some sort pass- 
ing along a roadway, or breaks down, 
leaving its user to be run over by a fol- 
f jowing sled. 

Such accidents have little effect npon 

the sport, They are recognised as the 
risks of this form of enjoyment. Where 
hundreds of safe descents are made the 
occasional mishap has little influence, 
even where death results. Some timid 
parents keep their children off of the 
course, but the majority are unmoved 
unless to advise constant care. 

In the eity where the hill“ is an arti- 
ficial one the sport bears little resem- 
blance, of course, to the wild joy which 
comes to the youngster in a rolling coun- 
try, where long slides may be made for 
distances of half a mile or more. The 
danger in the eity course is comparative- 
ly slight. The toboggan slides are used 
under the constant oversight of a park 
attendant. Care is taken to prevent too 
close following of one sled by another, 
That thousands make the descents with 
safety is far more worthy of note than 
that there is an accident now and then. 
The attendants are usually careful per- 
sons, who enter into the spirit of the mo- 


joyment to their charges.

Ace cyt 
ly, by intermarriage with the noble Spanish 
family of Faraqui, the land on which stood 
one of the most famous trees in the world 
namely: the dragon tree of Ortobe--passed 
into the possession of the McCoigans, whe by 
this time had transformed their name inte De 
Cologan. 

The De Cologans commemorate their Irish 
descent by,a specia) high mass, which is 
celebrated each year on St. Patrick's day in 
the Faraqui Cologan chapel that forms part 
of the ancient parish of Orteba. Don Ber- 
nardo, who is a tall, handsome, and accom- 
plished man, 3 distinguished himself 
at the time of the siege of the lega tion at 
Peking not only by his bravery and resource- 
fulness but also by his-unfailing good humor, 
which went far to keep up the spirits of those 
associated with him in the defense, I may 
add that he speaks English perfectly, with 
just the suspicion * a brogue. 


In view of the aera in this country of 
Mme, Melba’s only son, George Armstrong, 
with his bride, who was Miss Ruby Otway, it 
may be worth while calling attention to the 
fact that he is in the line of succession to 
the Armatrong baronetcy.

Lord Aberdeen, when he visited Pius X. 
the other day at Rome with his wife, was 
received at the vatican with royal honors, in 
spite of his representation that his call was a 
purely private one, the pontifical court taking 
the ground that as viceroy of Ireland he was 
entitled to be received in state. Lord Aber- 
deen, although he is not only a member of the 
Church of Engiand but also an elder of the 
Presbyterian church of Scotland, taking ad- 
vantage of his position as such when staying 
at his place in Aberdeenshire to occasionally 
occupy the pulpit of the parish church at 
Methlie on the Sabbath morning, neverthe- 
less attempted, as did also the countess, to 
kneel to the venerable pontiff on being ad- 
mitted to his presence. 

Pius, however, prevented their doing so, 
and, after they had kissed his ring, made 
them sit themselves by his side, and kept 
them with him for over half an hour. The 
homage which the viceroy has thus pald to 
the pope is not likely to impair his popularity 
among the Roman Catholic population of 
Ireland, and it will be interesting to see how 
his enthusiasm about the graciousness and 
benevolence of the pope will affect in the 
future his pulpit oratory, 

A curious dilemma marked the preliminaries 
to the audience. Mgr. Stonor, uncle of Lord 
Camoys, and archbishop of Trebizond, the 
senior British prelate in residence at Rome, 
considered himself entitled to be present at 
the audience, in order to act as an interpre- 
ter. On the other hand, Mgr. O’Riordan 
claimed the privilege, as rector of the Irish 
college at Rome, by reason of Lord Aber- 
deen’s office of vieeroy of Ireland. The earl 
finally solved the problem: by inviting Mgr. 
Fraser, rector of the Scotch college at Rome, 
to accompany him to the vatican, on the 
ground that he was not only a fellow Scotch- 
man but also a fellow tewnsman, being a 
native of Aberdeen.

been carried on by virtue of a suburban grant 
fourteen years ago. Mr. Beale, representing 
the Commonwealth Electric company, an- 
nounced that the question has been eliminat - 
ed by the purchase of the disputed lines from 
the North Shore company by the Common- 
wealth. Most of the business of the North 


Shore company is outside the city limite. 


Mr. Beale admitted that the same 

who own the Commonwealth 1 — 
a large measure interested in the North Shore 
company, although he explained that the 
companies are not the same. 

“The Commonwealth company will take 
over the wires and poles in dispute on Feb. 
1,” said Mr. Beale. “ The Commonwealth 
company has an ordinance permitting it to 
do business in the localities in question, and 
the committee is thus relieved of further 
consideration of the matter.“ 


Franchise Given by Norwood Park. 


Mr. Beale went over the history of the 
properties which originated with the forma- 
tion of the old Suburban Light company, 
which ultimately was absorbed by the North 
Shore company after various transitions. He 
said. that an ordinance permitting the com- 
pany to operate without compensation was 
granted by Norwood Park on the last day of 
its existence as a village. 

Ald. Harkin said he thought the corpora- 
tion counsel ought to find a way to obtain 
compensation for the thirteen years that the 
electric light supply has been in operation 
under an invalid ordinance. Attorney Beale 
replied that there is no contract on which 
to base the demand. He added that the ac- 
tual assignment of the property of the old 
Suburban company made by William Phil- 
lipgon had been lost, but proof existed that 
such an assignment had been made. 

A delegation from Norwood Park ex- 
pressed the opinion that all Norwood Park 
cares about the matter ts that it be assured 
of lights as cheap or cheaper than hereto- 
fore. Mr. Beale said the service will be 
slightly cheaper. 

The committee referred the matter of the 
purchase by the Commonwealth company to 
the corporation counsel, in order that he may 
pass upon its legality. Electric light rates 
will be made a special order at the next meet- 
ing of the committee. |
